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Government Shows Courage 


[THE PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT 

has acted with courage to cure the 
hospital insurance scheme which evi- 
dently has been getting completely out 
of hand. It has refused to unload the 
unexpected costs of insurance on the 
treasury and the general taxpayers, 
apart from a subsidy of $2.5_ millions. 
It is drastically_increasing premiums, it 
is making the patient pay a part of his 
hospital bill. Thus (apart from the 
Subsidy) it {s “Maintaining the’ scheme 
as insurance, as was originally intended, 
instead of making it another state 
charity. 

To take this hard, sound course, and 
reject the easy way of paying unlimited 
hospital deficits out of the taxpayers’ 
purse required political fortitude of a 
high order. No British Columbia Gov- 
ernment has made a bolder or more 
difficult decision in modern times. 

Boltness’assured!y was required - by 
the almost unbelievable state of the 
insurance fund. The facts, in simplest 
form, are as follows: 

Last year at this time the Govern- 
ment expected the insurance fund to pro. 
vide $2.5 millions less than the cost of 
hospitalization. In fact, the deficit for 
the fiscal year ending March 31, will be 
$4 millions. 

If no change were made in the system 
the deficit in the next year would be $6.8 
millions. This deficit is to be covered by 
another subsidy of $2.5 millions from the 
treasury and by $4.3 millions to be 
raised by the increased fees and the con. 
tributions of patients to. their hospital 
bills. 4 

Insurance, in short, is going: to cost 
British Columbians far more than they 
or the Government expected. The Gov- 
ernment obviously bit off far more than 
it could. chew, miscalculated all. the. fig- 
ures and, like every other government, 
did not foresee inflation and rising hos-

A CCORDING TO THE RELIABLE 
~“ Winnipeg Free Press, the Canadian 
wheat farmers lost $330 millions on their 
British wheat deal. They are being 
recouped from the public treasury ‘to 
the amount of $65. millions. Their loss, 
therefore, is’ $265 millions, truly a huge 
and grievous figure. 


But what is meant by these “losses?” 
They do not represent the difference 
between the farmers’ cost of production 
and their selling price. The farmers sold 
at a profit. They did not get as much 
for their wheat from Britain, under the 
contract, as they could have got if they 
had sold at the higher world price. The 
difference between the contract and the 
world price is the so-called loss. 


It is true that the Government com- 
pelled the farmers by law to sell most 
of their export wheat to Britain. under 
the contract, but it was the farmers (as 
the record clearly shows) who wanted 
and insisted on the contract. A large 
part of the Government was opposed to 
the contract from the start. 

Mr. Gardiner, who usually has his 
way in farm matters, wanted the con- 
tract, but he made sure first that all the 
big farm organizations were behind him.. 
They advosated the contract before it 
was signed and cheered it after it was 
signed. They assured their followers 
that the contract was good business for 
them. They expected the world price, 
over four years, to drop below the con- 
tract price.._[Theyrejoiced because the 
farmers, with four years of fixed’ prices, 
had achieved a long-sought stability in 
agriculture, 

Only one important voice was raised 
against the deal—the voice of the United 


' 


pital costs. Now comes the painful 
period of readjustment and the Govern- 
ment does not shirk it. 


Three features of the revised program 
deserve special consideration. 

First, the Government will no longer 
underwrite, even by tacit promise, the 
unlimited deficits of the hospitals. When 
a hospital has submitted fits annual 
budget at the beginning of the year, the 
Government has approved it, and on this 

“basis has Agréed to pay the hospital a 
certain amount, then the hospital must 
pay any deficit it subsequently incurs. 
This should be a useful safeguard 
against loca] extravagance. 

Second, the adjustment of fees under 

the new schedule seems to involve some 
serious inequities. Parents no longer 
are to be covered by the insurance of 
, their children who may be supporting 
them, A married man who supports his 
mother now pays $33-a year to the hos: 
pital fund and this covers his mother and 
the rest of his family. In -future, to 
cover his mother he must“pay an extra 
$30 besides $42 for himself and the rest 
of his family, or a total of $72. His 
ifsurance cost is more than doubled, 
whereas the rates for other people ad- 
vance less than a third. Some fairer 
arrangement than this should be devised 
by the Legtslature. Other inequities may 
be discovered during the impending 
debate. 

Finally, the Government is. wise to 
set up a continuing legislative committee 
to study the incidence of insurance and 
all controversies now surrounding it.

In short, the wheat producing indus. 
try guessed wrong about the market. 
For -more than three years this was 
denied. Up to a few morths ago the 
farm leaders fnsisted that there would 
be no “loss” on the deal. Now, when 
they demand compensation of something 
like $300 millions, when they regard 
$65 millions out of the public treasury 
as inadequate—indeed, as a_ betrayal 
the folly of the deal is openly admitted, 

The only benefactor is Britain which 
got its wheat cheaply by guessing that 
the world market would rise above the 
contract price. The farmers lost possible 
profit. The taxpayers lose. $65 millions. 

This is not surprising. _From the 
beginning the farmers were told by The 
Free Press and other newspapers that 
the dea] would turn out this way. And 
why not? When a government buys in 
bulk, years ahead, it must be sure that 
it will get a lower price than that of the 
world market... Otherwise it. would -not 
accept the deal. It is easy for an 
exporter to sell any commodity in bulk 
if he is ready to take less than the world 
price. In such deals the buyer always 
counts on cheap goods. 

The wheat fiasco should be a warning 
against other deals of the same sort in 
other commodities. Perhaps, all things 
considered, the taxpayers got off easily 
at $65 millions, when their Government 
involved them, at the farmers’ demand, 
in a wholly unsound gamble. 


Parks Need Protection Now 


QWHEN DETAILS OF THE AGREE- 

ment between the Provincia] Govern 
ment and the Aluminum Company of 
Canada Limited were made public last 
week, some misgivings arose imme- 
diately over the possible ruin of B.C.’s 
greatest park. No adequate provision 
was included in the document to care for 
clearing the margins of lakes, priceless 
attributes of the Tweedsmuir tract, 
which would be flooded for hydto 
development, 

The agreement states specifically that 
“the Government way at its expense 
remove any timber on lands to be flooded 
im connection’ with” the- works “if-and to 
the extent that such removal will not 
delay Alcan in making beneficial use of 
the water. Alcan will not be required 
to remove timber from land flooded or to 
be flooded except as hereinafter speci- 
fied. No stumpage or royalty wil) be 
exacted on timber which is flooded or 
which is not used or otherwise gainfully 


lands which are to be flooded Alcan will 
clear and make usable to low water level 
not public road and trail ends, . water.

naturally his product 

needs. tariff protection 

against the cheap im- 

ports which are tearing 

down our Canadian 

= labor standard. If the 

Canadian Government 

Hutchison had the sense to put a 

sufficient tariff on imported orchids, Mr. 

Boggs says he could sell his blooms 

profitably for $125 apiece and this, of 

course, would enrich the whole nation. If 

Mr. Boggs could get $150 apiece obviously 
the country would be still richer. 


_VERYBODY knows that the more you 

pay for goods the richer you are, and 
if you pay $125 for a greenhouse orchid 
it. makes you..practically;e.- millioneire; 
That is simple economics. That is the 
traditional tariff policy of the Conserva- 
tive Party. And that is all Mr. Boggs 
asks from a Canadian Government too 
stupid to see that cheap foreign competi- 
tion is destroying a fine Canadian indus- 
try which last year produced three 
orchids, at a cost of $295.98 for fuel alone. 


rE is high time the Government listened 

to Mr. Boggs. For observe how his 
operations and others of a-like nature 
benefit the country. By raising only 
three orchids in a yearn Mr. Boggs kept 
himself and his wife fully employed. This 
year he hopes to raise eight and will have 
to hire a boy to help him. Thus six 
orchids wil] keep three persons fully 
employed. ‘That is why it fS more 
economical to grow orchids here than in 
Hawaii where one person can gather 
hundreds of wild blooms Mm a day and 
remain unemployed the rest of the week. 

But why confine the full employment 
policy to orchids? If we only “had the 
wisdom to grow our own bananas under 
glass we could probably employ a man 
for a whole year growing a single 
banana. To produce all the bananas we 
customarily use would require the labor 
6f millions, There Would néver be un- 
employment if we only kept out cheap 
foreign imports 


T is not only cheap foreign imports, 

however, which tear down.our living 
standards, The living standards of British 
Columbia obviously are being torn down 
by imports from other parts of Canada. 
We should make right here in B.C. all 
the manufactured goods..we now buy in 
Ontario, and .since they would cost us 
more we would all be richer. Let us stop 
importing Alberta beef and grow it ail 
here at higher cost, moré employment 
and a higher living standard. 

One. is glad. te see. that -the--British 
Columbia Government has made at least 
a promising start in these matters by 
making sure that we cannot buy good 
cheap California wine and. are compelled 
to buy the local product, whether we 
like it or not. This sensible system of 
protectionism has no motive, of course, 
but the welfare of the provincial econ- 
omy~and the sobriety of the people, who 
are thus discouraged from drinking at 
all. The profits of the local wine mak 
one is assvred, have no influence on the 
Government's statesmanlike polity. 


F this is logical why confine such a 
necessary reform to British Colum- 
bia? What about the living standard of 
Vancouver Island? We should be keep- 
ing out cheap goods from the mainland 
since obviously they are tearing down 
our living standard. If we were to pro- 
duce all our goods at home look at the 
money we would keep here. Indeed, the 
cost of producing them would be so high 
that the amount of money we would keep 
here staggers the imagination. 

Keep out the mainland milk and but- 
ter, keep out the Cariboo beef, keep out 
the metals from the Trail smelter, keep 
out the Vancouver beer, keep out every- 
thing and let us make it ourselves. If 
Mr. Boggs can grow orchids under glass 
at $98.66 apiece I dare say we can pro- 
duce alj the goods we need on the Island 
at comparable prices, and the huge 
amounts of money thus set in circulation 
are bound to make us prosperous. 


STILL, the Island is too. big a unit. 

Why should Victoria suffer from the 
competition of the rest of the Island? 
Why should our tiving standards be torn 
down by cheap wood fuel from the 
Cowichan country? Why should we im- 
port Nanaimo coal to maintain the living 
standard of the miners, who never did 
anything for us and are now tearing ours 
down? 

When you come to think of it why 
should Saanich, in which I ive, tear down 
its living standards by. importing goods 
from Victoria? And firally, why should 
the people on my country lane—four 
houses—tear down their living standards 
by buying from people on-some other 
street? 


KEEP the money at home, keep up 
prices and. living standards, keep the 
cheap goods out and protect the local 
worker. Presently, if we carry out such 
a-sensible policy, we can get back to the 
sound economics of the Indians who were 
never unemployed, who had to work day 
and night just to get enough to eat. Since 
their time we have never stopped tearing 
down our living standards until look at 
Ayat 
For his great economic discovery one 
offers orchids to Mr. Boggs at the 
reasonable Canadian price of $150 apiece.

Legal Liquor 


A BRIGHT historian, with a little imag!- 
*“™* nation, might run back to Jacques 
Cartier for the origin of+ the. Indian 
liquor problem. It has ghanged during 
the centuries. 

Journal entries -of the old Nor’ 
westers:. give..an.interesting twist_to_ the 
matter. In 1800 the problem was purely 
mathematical. It took a gill of alcohol 
to a quart of water to make “Indian 
liquor.” For that a smart trader might 
get fivé“or ‘six prime~Deavers:"s 

At current prices_a beaver pelt is 
worth about $80, five or six of them 
about $450, Allowing for- inflation, that 
still makes a piker of the bootlegger who 
takes the watered goods of the Provin- 
cial Government and sells them to an 
Indian for 10 times their price at the 
vendors. 

The story of Indians and liquor is 
woven like a thread through the fabric 
of western Canada’s history. It has 
established a conviction that the com- 
bination is as disastrous as the white 
man’s mixture of liquor and gasoline. 


CITIZENSHIP. LEGERDEMAIN 


If that is so, Canada has found a 
miraculous cure for the problem. It is 
effected by paper work as astonishing 
as the comic strip gestures of Mandrake 
the Magician... An Indian may apply 
for citizenship papers in the conventional 
form. Once those are granted and he is 
enfranchised he ceases to be an Indian 
and becomes a citizen with all the rights 
that entails. If he drinks too much, he 
gets drink like a Canadian. It jis a 
marvel of legal legerdemain—no Indian, 
no Indian liqaor problem! 

For several reasons the remedy isn’t 
quite that simple. Of Canada’s 135,000 
Indians, only 300 were enfranchised last 
year. Probably not more than a dozen 
of British Columbia's 28,000 natives have 
gone through the ceremony. 

When representatives of Canada’s 
Indians met authorities in Ottawa 
recently to discuss the new Indian bill, 
few were .much impressed with the 
changes relative to liquor. 

An explanation of the relative clause 
in the bill now awaiting second reading 
in Ottawa says: 

“This section. will, under certain cir. 
cumstances, permit Indians to consume 
intoxicants in licensed premises such as 
taverns and cocktail lounges’ in accord: 
ance with provincial law, but the sale, 
manufacture and possession of intoxi. 
cants on reserves is sti prohibited and 
Indians would not be allowed to have 
packaged goods whether on or off 
reserves.” . 

Most of those répresenting Indians at 
the conference. were non-commital or 
favored lifting all restrictions. Alberta 
appeared alone in suggesting prohibi 
tions be retained, to protect the Indians 
against exploitation. 

But the Vancouver branch of the 
Canadian Civil Liberties Union, in a 
brief to the Prime Minister and Cabinet 
yesterday, states its. views plainly... It 
recommends that provincial liquor laws 
be made to apply equally to Indians and‘ 
white people; and. that. Indian--reserves 
have the privilege of “local option.” 
DISCRIMINATION CONTINUES 


Even if the bill is passed by Parlia- 
ment, and B.C. approves complementary 
legislation, the discrimination against 
which natives protest would still exist. 

It would continue to be illegal for a 
host, even a Lieutenant-Governor, to 
pour a social drink for an Indian, even 
a member of the Legislature, except in a 
béer parlor or other licensed premises. 

What would happen if Indians were 
given the same legal access to alcohol 
accorded other citizens? 

Some good friends of the Indians 
contend they might “go wild” at first. 
After the immediate binge, those ftiends 
think natives would settle down, that 
conditions would be no worse than they 
are now, and that a steady improvement 
would take place in their drinking habits. 

Studies of the effects of alcohol on 
different races indicate different reac- 
tions to it by peoples of varying cultural 
backgrounds. There is no firm medical 
evidence to prove that Indians react 
any more violently frem drink than 
whites. 

G. Gordon Brown, Professor of Anthro- 
pology at the University of Toronto, last 
year discussed the question of Indians 
and liquor in an interesting paper. He 
noted first that the law which prohibits 
an Indian from acquiring liquor legally 
is taken by the tribesman as a distin- 


_ guishing mark of inferiority, 


Secondly, he pointed out that drinking 
in some Indian Communities assumes the 
character of an act of defiance against 
this enforced inferiority. Since drinking 
is an assertion against discrimination, 
community disapproval of drunkenness 
is not developed. 

LIQUOR AVAILABLE 


British Columbians familiar with 
Indians make the point that it is not 
difficult for the natives to acquire sup- 
plies though thé process is degrading. 

Removal of the legal barrier would 
at least eliminate one of the sociological 
factors in present use of alcohol by 
Indians. That. might not be sufficient 
to curb the tendency to excess. * The 
tradition of generosity illustrated by the 
potlach would have to be modified, Just 
as the Coast Indian gained prestige by 
the liberality of his gifts at such cere. 
monies, so he now gains stature from 
the size of his drinks, whether he pours 
for himself or his friends. 

It might be an uphill pull to assist 
the-Indian to master the spirit to which
